Adolf Hitler’s own press chief prepared the German 
nation for a jolt today , solemnly acknowledging that Nazi 
military operations “ hav e reached an ex tremely serious and 
indeed critical phase” as the Russians swept on to new 
triumphs. 
Sov iet front-line dispatches declared that Red army 
troops adv ancing ov er the wintry battlefields at a pace of 
more than four miles a day had recaptured Mosalsk, 4 7 miles 
west of Kaluga, and further tightened the v ise on 100,000 
Germans still holding out at Mozhaisk. 
Russian spearheads were reported within 25 miles of the 
Vy azmu-Bry ansk line, where Hitler is ex pected to rally his 
fleeing armies for an attempted stand deep in the rear of 
the Mozhaisk salient 5 7 miles west of Moscow. 
A British radio broadcast said the Russians also were 
plunging forward in the Orel sector, 200 miles southwest of 
Moscow, “ and killed here 5 ,000 German soldiers in the last 
fiv e day s.” 
The Swiss radio, quoting dispatches from Moscow, said 
communications on the 6 00-mile rail line between Moscow 
and Rostov -On-Don had been reestablished. 
A bulletin from Hitler’s field headquarters acknowl­ 
edged that “ defense Ufkjjn# continued with undiminishfd 
•arnHuacf;ow) front and in tHl northern 
v iolence” on the central 
! (Leningrad) sector. 
Where German reports a few months ago told of Nazi 
panzers raging ov er the Sov iet country side, sweeping wide to 
engulf and finally “ annihilate” trapped Russian forces, to­ 
day ’s dispatches pictured the Germans as suffering the same 
fate. 
On Ihe Leningrad front, Russian columns driv ing down 
the Volkhov riv er were reported adv ancing upon the big 
German base at Nov gorod. 120 miles « outhwest of Leningrad, 
in an encirclement mov e which might cut off the Nazi siege 
armies before Leningrad itself. 
In the Crimea, the Germans faced a similar encirclement 
by Russian troops now pouring into the Black sea peninsula 
in great numbers.
